SYNOPSIS 


On July 31, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Lieutenant Quitman Carter and 
Sergeants Jeffrey Smith and Todd Knight, responded to a command post 
established by Compton Station patrol units at 741 West Compton Boulevard, 
Compton, regarding an on-duty non-hit shooting. 


Deputies M Aviles were working Unit in a marked, Sheriff's 
Department patrol car. Deputy was driving and Deputy Aviles was 


the passenger. They were travelling west on 153" Street near Tajauta Avenue 
and noticed a white Honda Civic drive past them with two male occupants 
(Suspects Saldana-Duran and Avalos). A records check of the license plate 
revealed that the car was stolen. Deputies Ma nd Aviles attempted to 
conduct a traffic stop of the vehicle. The vehicle, which initially yielded, drove off 
and a short pursuit ensued. The suspects stopped at the front entrance of an 
apartment complex GRE ran and jumped out of the vehicle 
while it was still rolling slowly toward the security guard The 
unoccupied vehicle ultimately collided with the guard 


Suspect Saldana-Duran exited from the driver's side of the vehicle and ran south 
through the exit (East side) side of the guard I) Deputy [noticed 
immediately that Suspect Saldana-Duran had_a gun in his hand and yelled to his 
partner that the suspect had a gun. Dept ua after him into the 
apartment complex followed by an assisting unit, Deputy Gonsalves. As the 
suspect ran and turned south, then east, around a couple of apartment buildings, 
Deput followed at a distance keeping visual contact of him. Deputy 
eard a gunshot as he neared the corner of building F He returned 
fire at the suspect, shooting four rounds from his duty weapon. When Deputy 
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E: to see where the suspect had ran, he did not see him any 
longer. He then broadcast the shooting over his handheld radio and ceased his 
tracking of the suspect. Deputy thored a supplemental report of his 
actions (Refer to Exhibit D). 


The suspect was located and arrested a short time later in a neighborhood, south 
of the apartment complex, by Special Enforcement Bureau deputies. The 
suspect was found hiding in a trash can. 


The passenger suspect, Suspect Avalos, exited the passenger's door and ran 
south through the entrance (west side) side of the security guard | Deputy 
Aviles, along with assisting unit, Deputy Covarrubias, followed Suspect Avalos as 
he ran in the opposite direction of Suspect Saldana-Duran. Suspect Avalos was 
eventually arrested without incident, inside apartment [J A Sheriff's 
Department crime, arrest and booking report, along with a CHP-180 vehicle 
impound report, were completed under file number 015-09223-2835-055 (Refer 
to Exhibit A). 


IAB Note: Security video footage was obtained from the yy 
Maa complex. The footage 
does not show the actual shooting. Some camera angles 


captured portions of the vehicle pursuit termination and foot 
pursuit (Refer to CD/DVD #1). 


A canvass of the residents at thE partment complex was

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


All physical evidence located was collected by the Sheriffs Department Crime 

Lab. Forensic Identification Specialists David Alonso and Erika 

Di Palma from the Sheriffs Crime Lab responded to the location the day of the 
incident and processed the scene (See CD/DVD #3-5; Crime Lab Photos and 
EXHIBIT C; Crime Lab Reports). 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


Four hours transpired from the shooting to IAB Investigator’s observations. 
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IAB Lieutenant Carter checked to see that the watch commander, Lieutenant 
Mark Lugo, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved employee, Deputy 

fe ae and witness personnel, did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators, and that the involved employee and witness personnel did not 
collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, IAB 
Lieutenant Carter checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have 
involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they 
provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


The scene is described as a large apartment. complex with multiple buildings. 
The main entrance is on Laurel Street with ee 
controlled iron gates at the entrance. An eight to nine foot steel iron fence 
encompasses the property. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY JJ 


Deputy fired four rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition from 
his Department issued Smith and Wesson M and P, semiautomatic pistol. The 
firearm was examined by Senior Criminalist Anny Wu of the Scientific Services 
Firearms Identification Section and found to be functional (Refer to EXHIBIT C). 


Deputy Aviles did not fire his weapon (Department issued Smith and Wesson 
M and P, semiautomatic pistol) however, his firearm was held as evidence by 
Sheriff's Crime Lab personnel the date of the incident. The firearm was also 
examined by Senior Criminalist Anny Wu of the Scientific Services Firearms 
Identification Section and found to be functional (Refer to EXHIBIT C).

No jacketed projectiles were recovered from 
the scene (Refer to EXHIBIT C).

WEAPON USED BY SUSPECT SALDANA-DURAN 


Suspect Saldana-Duran fired at Deputy with a 40 caliber semi- 
automatic pistol, which was thrown away along the path of escape, as Suspect 
Saldana-Duran fled the scene. 


The firearm used by Suspect Saldana-Duran was thrown as he ran near 


apartment number During his interview with OSS detectives, Suspect 
Saldana-Duran admitted to discarding the weapon near apartment before 
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he jumped over the south wall of the complex and hid in the adjacent residential 
neighborhood. 


Upon canvassing the area residents for possible witnesses, Deputy J. Ortiz 

spoke a vi resides in apartmenti] She told Deputy Ortiz 
that she saw a male Black pick up the gun from the ground and walk away with it. 
The gun was not recovered (Refer to Exhibit B; Supplemental Report by Deputy 


J. Ortiz). 


PROPERTY DAMAGE BY SUSPECT SALDANA-DURAN 


A vehicle was struck by one round fired by Suspect Saldana-Duran. The vehicle 
was a 2015 Ford Flex, license a which was parked facing south 
in the parking lot, near apartment The damage was to the hood (Bullet 
skip strike) and a bullet hole to the front windshield. No other bullet strikes were 
located. The security guard HB sustained minor damage from the suspect's 


vehicle colliding with it (Refer to Exhibit A; CHP-180 Report). 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation into the shooting was handled by Detectives Scott 
Lawler, Edgar Solano, ana AAA the Los Angeles County Sheriff 


Department's Operations Safe Streets (OSS) - Compton Station. 


Suspect Saldana-Duran took a plea deal with the District Attorney's Office and 
was sentenced to 34 years in prison. Suspect Avalos also took a plea deal and 
was sentenced to 19 years in prison. 


WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The scene was illuminated by overhead street lights and apartment complex 
parking lot lighting at the location. The weather was clear and mild 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 


Operation Safe Streets (OSS) detectives interviewed Suspects Saldana-Duran 
and Avalos at Compton Station following the incident. The below narratives are 
intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional information and precise 
wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interviews and 
verbatim transcriptions included in this case book. OSS Detective Edgar Solano 
Authored a supplemental report summarizing the interviews of both suspects 
(Refer to Exhibit L). 
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Suspect Angel Saldana-Duran 


Suspect Saldana-Duran was interviewed by O.S.S Detectives Edgar Solano and 
lon August 1, 2015, at Compton Station. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Saldana-Duran said he had stolen a car (White Honda Civic) from an 
area near the beach, a couple hours prior to the incident. He said he picked up 
Suspect Avalos and they were driving on 153% Street in Compton when sheriff's 
deputies got behind them. He said he initially pulled over and stopped, but then 
drove off to get away. He said he thought he could lose the deputies. 


Suspect Saldana-Duran said that while they were driving from the deputies, he 
first tried to give the gun to Suspect Avalos to shoot at the deputies but Suspect 
Avalos told him he would not shoot. Suspect Saldana-Duran then took the gun 
back and pointed the gun at the deputies while driving because he “didn’t give a 
fuck.” He said he did not attempt to fire the weapon at that time. 


Suspect Saldana-Duran admitted to detectives that he fired his weapon at the 
deputies “about three times” while running through the apartment complex. He 
knew there were two deputies chasing him and he just wanted to scare them. He 
said he threw the gun away near the last building before he jumped over the 
south wall of the complex. He added that as he tossed the gun in the air, it hit an 
object and fell to the ground onto the sidewalk. 


He told detectives that he bought the gun in Arizona for $500.00 and that it was a 
Glock, 40 caliber pistol (Refer to Exhibit L — OSS Supplemental Report). 


Suspect Christopher Avalos 


Suspect Saldana-Duran was interviewed by O.S.S Detectives Edgar Solano and 
a: August 1, 2015, at Compton Station. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Avalos said he was picked up by Suspect Saldana-Duran. He did not 

know the car was stolen. He said they were driving in Compton when deputies 
drove up behind them. He said Suspect Saldana-Duran initially pulled over, but 
then drove off. 


Suspect Avalos said Suspect Saldana-Duran pulled a gun from his waistband 
and gave it to him, telling him to shoot at the deputies. Suspect Avalos told him 
no and gave the gun back to him. He said he saw Suspect Saldana-Duran 
pointing the gun at the deputies as he made turns while driving away from the 
deputies. 
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When the car approached the guard Hl: the parents, 
Suspect Avalos said he jumped out of the car and ran through the pedestrian 
gate and then turned right. He then heard gunshots from a distance. Suspect 
Avalos said he went into apartmentlfbecause he said he knew one person 
(female) at the location (NFD). He said the others in the house were scared. 


The deputies then came into the house a few minutes later and arrested him 
(Refer to Exhibit L— OSS Supplemental Report). 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE AND WITNESS STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. IAB investigators 
reviewed reports authored by Department personnel and determined they were 
consistent with their [AB Administrative Force Review interviews. 


Involved Employee Deputy 


Deputy vas interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Jeffrey 
Smith and Todd Knight on August 13, 2015, at 1131 hours. The interview was 
conducted at the IAB offices in Commerce, California. Deputy Eas 
represented by Attorney Mitchell Kander from the Law Firm of Green and Shinee. 
The interview was digitally audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy EEE s ubmitted a supplemental report at the direction of 
supervisors following the incident (Refer to Exhibit D). He was provided an 
opportunity to review his written report prior to the interview 


Deputy Es aid he and his partner, Deputy David Aviles, were driving 
their marked patrol vehicle west on 153 Street from Tajauta Avenue. Deputy 

was driving. Deputy I saic the suspect vehicle passed 
them traveling east on 153 Street. He said he read the license plate to his 
partner who entered the information into their Mobile Digital Computer (MDC). 
The return on the license plate came back as a stolen vehicle. 


Deputy stated he turned their car around and as they began to follow 
the suspect vehicle it turned south on Tajauta Avenue and then west on 154" 
Street and pulled over to the north curb and stopped. Simultaneously, Deputy 
Aviles requested assistance over the radio and prepared to broadcast a “Code 9” 
when the vehicle stopped. Deputy M stated he had not activated his 
overhead emergency lights prior to the suspect vehicle stopping and he stated 
that he thought, in his mind, was a bit odd. As he drove up to the stopped 
suspect vehicle he purposely activated his lights to let the occupants know it was 
his intention to detain them and that they were not free to leave. 
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Deputy Es aia he stopped his car and a second later, the suspect 
vehicle drove off, heading west on 154" Street. They began to pursue the 
vehicle while broadcasting the pursuit over the radio. Unbeknownst to Deputy 
Aviles, he was broadcasting the pursuit with the car’s radio and microphone, 
which was set to “L-Tac” and not the working frequency, Dispatch 9. Deputy 

stated he remembered the dispatcher from the Sheriff's 
Communication Center (SCC) made the adjustment and connected the working 
frequency with the L-Tac frequency (Duplex Patch). He said he heard SCC say 
they were on, “the Patch” and had asked for their status. 


Deputy EE BEG they followed the suspect vehicle as it turned 
southbound onto Central Avenue and then east on 156" Street, through a red 
signal. Deputy Sac he observed the suspect vehicle swerving all 
over the road as it travelled on 156" Street and almost hit a pedestrian near the 
north curb. The suspect vehicle turned north (left) onto Wilmington Avenue 
without stopping at the stop sign. He stated the suspect vehicle nearly struck a 
motorcycle as it crossed through the intersection. The suspect vehicle then 
turned eastbound (right) on Laurel Street travelling about a half block to the 
entrance of oa (Location). Deputy said 
he maintained a distance of approximately six to eight car lengths behind the 
suspect vehicle during the pursuit. 


IAB Note: The pursuit travelled a course of approximately 1.32 miles 
and lasted about 2 minutes and 21 seconds. The average 
speed was approximately 33 miles per hour (Refer to 
Miscellaneous Documents). 


Deputy stated he recognized that there were two suspects in the 
vehicle. He said he did not see anything thrown from the vehicle during the 
pursuit and he did not see, or have any additional information, that the suspects 
had a gun with them. 


Deputy {MI stated he and Deputy Aviles did not have any discussion 
regarding what they would do tactically at the end of the pursuit if the suspects 
ran from them. He did explain that over the course of time, while they worked as 
partners together, they would talk about tactical and pursuit situations in general, 
but they did not discuss this situation in particular or what they would do at the 
end of the pursuit. 


Deputy said as the suspect vehicle approached the guard {bt 
the entrance to the apartment complex, it slowed down, but was heading straight 
toward the guard He said he saw the doors open and he focused his 
attention on the driver (Suspect Saldana-Duran) as he exited the car. Deputy 
said the suspect vehicle was still slowly rolling forward when Suspect 
Saldana-Duran exited the car. Deputy A hc stopped the radio car 
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approximately a car length behind and to the left of the suspect vehicle. He was 
still inside the radio car when the suspect initially exited the car. 


Deputy S the suspect turn towards him, square his body to him, 
and raise both his arms in his direction, while holding a gun with both hands at 
chest level. Deputy EEE said at this point he was transitioning from being 
seated in the car, to standing up in the apex of his car door and was 
simultaneously drawing his weapon. He saw the suspect's gun, which he 
recognized as a large semi-automatic pistol, lung forward while pointed at him, 
as if attempting to fire, but it did not discharge. Dep ut at he did 
not have his weapon out yet at this point. He stated he did not hear a “click” (as 
if it misfired) due to the sirens of the radio car. 


Deputy Ee xplained that he had visual of both suspects in the car, 
however when the driver (Suspect Saldana-Duran) exited and pointed the gun at 
him, he focused solely on him and did not see what the passenger (Suspect 
Avalos) did. He added that he did not see the passenger get out of the car nor 
see his partner run after him. 


Immediately after this occurred, Deputy SAR he saw the Suspect 
Saldana-Duran turn and run around the far side (exit side) of the guard 

and south into the complex. He then yelled out to his partner that the suspect 
had a gun. He said he believed he yelled, “He's got a gun!” Donut iii 
said that at this point he made the decision to follow after Suspect Saldana- 
Duran in order to better track, locate, and contain him because he knew the 
apartment complex was large and his intention was to narrow the containment. 
He did not intend to capture him via foot pursuit. He said he followed Suspect 
Saldana-Duran at a distance of about 20 yards, but that the suspect had a good 
lead on him. 


Deputy, stated, while he began to run, he broadcasted that he was in 
foot pursuit, heading south, after a suspect with a gun, in BE Deputy 
BE -ino h illage apartment complex is the next 
complex south of thel partment complex. He said he made the 
location mistake possibly due to adrenaline from having a gun pointed at him. 


IAB Note: A review of radio traffic broadcasted during the incident 
revealed that there was no mention of a foot pursuit by 
Deputy (Refer to CD/DVD #2). 


When asked if he saw whether or not his partner was running with him, Deputy 
said he thought that another deputy from an assisting unit was with 
him, although he did not know who. He explained that just as he stopped his 
radio car behind the suspect vehicle, another radio car pulled up next to them. 
He believed that a deputy from that second unit was running behind and with 
him. He did not see what his partner (Deputy Aviles) was doing mainly because, 
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as he stated, he did not take his eyes off Suspect Saldana-Duran after he 
pointed the gun at him. 


IAB Note: The foot pursuit conducted by Deputy EEE sted 
approximately ten (10) seconds, a portion of which was 
captured on video surveillance from the apartment complex 
security cameras and documented by Compton Station 
supervisors on a Sheriffs Department Foot Pursuit 
Evaluation Form (Refer to CD/DVD #1 and Miscellaneous 
Documents). 


Deputy -2i he watched Suspect Saldana-Duran turn left around the 
first building next to the guard [Building and as he made the same turn, 
he saw Suspect Saldana-Duran turn right around the next building Building I. 
Deputy sat as he approached the corner of Building he heard a 
single gunshot and then a moment later he heard three (3) additional gunshots. 
Deputy eine his thought process and actions of tactically, 
“slicing the pie” as he looked around the corner of Building L to acquire Suspect 
Saldana-Duran. 


IAB Note: Only one 40 caliber shell casing was recovered on the night 
of the incident, from the area where Suspect Saldana-Duran 
fired his weapon. A second 40 caliber shell casing was 
found, and given to OSS detectives the following day. The 
shell casing was reportedly found by a resident child near 
the building wash room. The shell casing was given to a 

at the complex who, in turn, gave it to the 
OSS detective (Refer to Exhibit M). 


Deputy SE saw Suspect Saldana-Duran from a distance of approximately 
25 yards and aimed for center body mass when he fired four rounds in 
succession from his duty weapon. He stated he saw Suspect Saldana-Duran 
clearly, but did not know if he was illuminated by the lights from the apartment 
complex or from the light mounted on his weapon. He added that he has a 
pressure grip switch for the gun's light and it had fresh batteries in it. 


Deputy EE said he did not see his rounds strike Suspect Saldana-Duran 
or any surrounding objects or buildings. He stated he did not think he hit Suspect 
Saldana-Duran at the time. Dept st he lost sight of Suspect 
Saldana-Duran after he fired. He also added that he did not follow him beyond 
the area from where he fired. 


When asked why he fired at Suspect Saldana-Duran, ooo SIDA 
intention was to stop and/or prevent him from harming him [Deputy] 

or anyone else. After Suspect Saldana-Duran attempted to shoot him, and the 
gunshots he heard, Deputy [EEE believed the suspect to be a significant 
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deadly threat to him [Deputy | and people in the apartment complex. 
He added that he did not hear any further gunfire. 


Deputy stated that after he fired his weapon, he scanned the area 
around him and saw Deputy Gonsalves standing behind him. He told Deputy 
Gonsalves where he last saw the suspect and told him to hold his position while 
he broadcast over his portable radio that he had been involved in a shooting 
(998). He also began a coordinated effort to establish a containment of the 
suspect. 


Deputy {EEE stated he gave a safety briefing to supervisors and detectives 
during the next 20-25 minutes following the shooting. He was then escorted 
back to the station. He was brought back to the location after a couple hours to 
conduct a field show-up after the suspect had been arrested. Deputy! 

positively identified Suspect Saldana-Duran. 


Deputy (EE was shown a booking photo of Suspect Saldana-Duran during 
the interview and he identified him as the same person that he pursued and who 
shot at him that night. 


During his interview with IAB investigators, Deputy {BL tilizea a printed 
map and made markings on the map to assist in identifying locations and bring 
clarity to his statements. This map was identified with his name, date, and 
signature (Refer to Exhibit H). 


Witness Deputy David Aviles 


Witness Deputy David Aviles was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Jeffrey Smith and Todd Knight on August 13, 2015, at 1024 hours. 
The interview was conducted at the IAB offices in Commerce, California. Deputy 
Aviles was represented by Attorney Mitchell Kander from the Law Firm of Green 
and Shinee. The interview was digitally audio recorded and transcribed. 


Witness Aviles submitted a supplemental report at the direction of supervisors 
following the incident (Refer to Exhibit E). He was provided an opportunity to 
review his written report prior to the interview. 


Witness Aviles stated he was the passenger deputy (“Bookman”) with Deputy 

on July 31, 2015. He gave essentially the same account of the initial 
observation and vehicle pursuit as Deputy AG ri his interview. He 
added that he entered the suspect vehicle’s license plate information into the 
vehicle's Mobil Digital Computer (MDC) and received the CLETS (California Law 
Enforcement Telecommunications System) return stating it was a stolen vehicle 
out of Lakewood Station's area that same day. 
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Witness Aviles explained that the radio car's radio frequency was typically set to 
“L-Tac” and their portable radios were set to the working frequency, Dispatch 9. 
He explained that during the time they were initially getting behind the suspect 
vehicle, in order to conduct a felony vehicle stop, he inadvertently turned the 
frequency knob one click too far, switching it to Carson Station's “L-Tac,” instead 
of Dispatch 9. Witness Aviles began to broadcast the felony stop information, 
requesting additional units. The SCC dispatcher discovered the accidental error 
and connected the L-Tac frequency with Dispatch 9, so Compton units could 
hear the request and respond. 


When the suspect vehicle arrived at the apartments, Witness 
Aviles saw the driver suspect, Suspect Saldana-Duran, exit the vehicle first. 
Witness Aviles stated that the suspect vehicle was rolling slowly toward the 
guard shack as Suspect Saldana-Duran exited the vehicle. Witness Aviles then 
saw the passenger suspect, Suspect Avalos, exit the front passenger side of the 
vehicle, and simultaneously heard Deputy ell, “He's got a gun!” 
Witness Aviles said he believed that Deputy as referring to the 
passenger suspect having a gun. He explained that from his experience and 
training, a passenger suspect usually has the gun and shoots from the 
passenger side of a car during crimes such as drive-by shootings. He added, 
however, that he did not see a gun on, or in the hands of, Suspect Avalos. 


Witness Aviles said the passenger suspect then ran through the pedestrian gate 
at the guard KA south into the apartment complex. Witness Aviles said 
the suspect ran a short distance and turned right in a westerly direction. He said 
he chased after the suspect because he thought he had a gun and was a danger 
to the people in the apartment complex. When asked if he had ever saw the 
suspect with a gun during the foot pursuit he stated, “No.” 


Witness Aviles stated he knew a deputy was behind him when he began to 
chase Suspect Avalos. He added that he knew it was not Deputy M.: 
was aware that another unit had arrived almost at the same time they did. As 
Deputy Aviles ran past the suspect vehicle, he said he took a quick glance into 
the vehicle to ensure there were no other suspects inside. 


Witness Aviles said that when he began chasing the suspect, Witness 
Covarrubias was behind him as they ran through the pedestrian gate. He stated 
his initial distance from the suspect was about 20-30 feet but that increased 
significantly after the suspect made the first turn and began running in between 
parked cars. Witness Aviles said he lost sight of the suspect he was chasing 
near Building Band he terminated his foot pursuit. When asked if he 
broadcasted his foot pursuit over his portable radio he replied, “No.” 


Witness Aviles stated during the time he was in foot pursuit, he heard gunshots 


from behind him in two separate volleys. The first shots he heard, were when he 
was running past the guard shack. He said he heard the second three to four 
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shots as he was running west after he turned right into the parking lot area. He 
then heard, over his radio, Deputy stating, “998,” and he knew at that 
point, that his partner had been involved in a shooting. 


When asked if he knew that his partner was in foot pursuit, he stated that he did 
not see his partner running after the driver suspect. He reiterated that his focus 
was on the passenger because of what Deputy EEE velled out about him 
having a gun. 


Witness Aviles said just after he lost sight of Suspect Avalos, residents had come 
out of their apartments and were pointing towards building i The residents were 
telling him that the suspect was inside their apartment with their children and 
asked the deputies to help them. 


Witness Avalos said he and Witness Covarrubias, along with three other 
deputies, formulated a plan to enter apartment number based on the 
information they had that children were inside the apartment with the suspect. 
They entered the apartment, found Suspect Avalos in a bedroom hiding, and 
took him into custody without incident. 


During his interview with IAB investigators, Witness Aviles utilized a printed map 
and made markings on the map to assist in identifying locations and bring clarity 
to his statements. This map was identified with his name, date and signature 
(Refer to Exhibit I). 


Witness Deputy Edward Gonsalves 


Witness Edward Gonsalves was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Jeffrey Smith and Todd Knight on August 13, 2015, at 1430 hours. 
The interview was conducted at the IAB offices in Commerce, California. 
Witness Gonsalves was represented by Attorney Mitchell Kander from the Law 
Firm of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally audio recorded and 
transcribed. 


Witness Gonsalves submitted a supplemental report at the direction of 
supervisors following the incident (Refer to Exhibit F). He was provided an 
opportunity to review his written report prior to the interview. 


Witness Gonsalves said he was working a single-man unit at Compton Station on 
July 31, 2015. He was in the parking lot area of the station, on duty, when he 
heard radio traffic regarding a pursuit in the area. Witness Gonsalves said his 
patrol car was occupied as he was assisting another unit on a call at the station. 
He saw Witness Covarrubias approaching his car in the parking lot. Witness 
Gonsalves said he got in the passenger side of the radio car and Witness 
Covarrubias became the driver in order to respond to the pursuit and assist. 
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to the area of CE partments and saw Deputy 
and Witness Aviles behind the suspect vehicle as it drove up to the 
guard at the apartment entrance. Witness Gonsalves said they parked 


next to and behind Deputy Witness Gonsalves said he did not 
broadcast anything over the radio while they drove to assist with the pursuit. 


Witness Gonsalves said when they arrived, he saw Deputy chase 
after the driver (Suspect Saldana-Duran) on foot, around the far side of the guard 

He also saw the passenger (Suspect Avalos) exit the suspect vehicle and 
run through the pedestrian gate of the guard shack. He saw Witness Aviles run 
after Suspect Avalos with Witness Covarrubias following behind them. 


Witness Gonsalves said he ran after Witness Aviles and Witness Covarrubias 
through the passenger gate. As he passed the guard JI he saw that Deputy 
E 2: alone, chasing after Suspect Saldana-Duran. Witness 
Gonsalves said he changed his direction from south through the gated entrance, 
to east and around Building [J in order to assist Deputy M He stated 
he knew that two deputies were in foot pursuit after Suspect Avalos. 


IAB Note: Security video footage was obtained from JJ 
GEE Cameras are mounted throughout 


the complex, including the entrance area and the guard 

Video footage captured the end of the vehicle pursuit 
and beginning of the foot pursuit of both suspects (Refer to 
CD/DVD #1). 


Witness Gonsalves said at one point, he heard Deputy{EEEEEEVell, “He's got 
a gun!” He did not remember exactly when he heard that statement and that he 
might have heard it more than once. He said he heard five to eight gunshots in 
fast succession. He stated he could not differentiate if it was two separate 
groups of gunshots that he heard, only that it happened very fast. 


Witness Gonsalves explained that he saw Deputy on target” with his 
gun up and pointed away, around the corner of the building, facing in a southern 
direction. Witness Gonsalves did not see the suspect that Deputy 

was pointing toward. Witness Gonsalves stated he was approximately 25 feet 
away and to the northwest of Deputy nen he saw Deputy 
fire at the suspect. 


Witness Gonsalves stated that after Deputy rea at the suspect, they 
held their position until additional personnel arrived. He heard Deputy’ 
broadcast over his radio that he had been involved in a “998.” 


During his interview with IAB investigators, Witness Gonsalves utilized a printed 
map and made markings on the map to assist in identifying locations and bring 
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clarity to his statements. This map was identified with his name, date and 
signature (Refer to Exhibit J). 


Witness Deputy Omar Covarrubias 


Witness Omar Covarrubias was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants 
Jeffrey Smith and Todd Knight on August 13, 2015, at 1344 hours. The interview 
was conducted at the IAB offices in Commerce, California. Witness Covarrubias 
was represented by Attorney Mitchell Kander from the Law Firm of Green and 
Shinee. The interview was digitally audio recorded and transcribed. 


Witness Covarrubias submitted a supplemental report at the direction of 
supervisors following the incident. He was provided an opportunity to review his 
written report prior to the interview (Refer to Exhibit G). 


Witness Covarrubias stated he was on duty as Unit 287D with Deputy Del 
Castillo and was handling a call for service at Compton Station. He had parked 
in the rear parking lot. He said he heard radio traffic pertaining to a pursuit. He 
waited a few seconds for Deputy Del Castillo to exit the rear of the station, but he 
did not come out. Witness Gonsalves was nearby and got into the radio car as 
the passenger deputy in order to respond to the pursuit in order to assist. 


Witness Covarrubias stated that as he was leaving the station he put out over the 
radio that he and Witness Gonsalves (As Unit 287D) were one minute away and 
responding. He said they did not discuss any tactical plans while responding to 
the pursuit. Witness Covarrubias said he first saw — le 
Witness Aviles near the intersection of Wilmington Avenue and Laurel Street 
driving behind the suspect vehicle. Witness Covarrubias described it as a white 
Honda Civic. 


When Witness Covarrubias arrived at the terminus of the pursuit, he parked his 
radio car almost directly in line with, and behind, the suspect vehicle. He said 
that Deputy ia parked to his left, flanking the suspect's vehicle. 
Witness Covarrubias said he fixed his eyes on the passenger suspect, Suspect 
Avalos, and saw him run through the pedestrian gate and into the apartment 
complex. He also said he saw Witness Aviles chase after Suspect Avalos. He 
stated he did not see Deputy JI nor the driver suspect, Suspect 
Saldana-Duran, run into the complex. 


Witness Covarrubias stated he was not aware of what his partner, Witness 
Gonsalves, was doing at the time he began running with Witness Aviles after 
Suspect Avalos. He added that he did not communicate with Witness Gonsalves 
what he was going to do or that he was going to be in foot pursuit with Deputy 
Aviles. 
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Witness Covarrubias said he did not see any weapons in the suspect's hands 
and did not hear any shouts of attention that the suspect had a gun. Witness 
Covarrubias added that during his foot pursuit of Suspect Avalos he did not 
broadcast anything over his radio. 


Witness Covarrubias stated he heard one gunshot and then several others a few 
seconds later while he was running inside the apartment complex. He stated he 
then heard the “998" broadcasted over the radio. He did not witness the 
shooting. 

Witness Covarrubias said his objective for pursuing Suspect Avalos was to 
contain him and/or lock him down to a building within the complex. He knew that 
the complex was surrounded with an eight to nine foot steel fence with only one 
way in and out, which is the main entrance they just came through. 


He stated they lost sight of the Suspect Avalos near Building Hand terminated 
their foot pursuit. He then added, essentially, the same details of the coordinated 
effort and arrest of Suspect Avalos, as Witness Aviles described in his interview 
statement. He said he did not use any force or witness any force used on 
Suspect Avalos. 


During his interview with IAB investigators, Witness Covarrubias utilized a printed 
map and made markings on the map to assist in identifying locations and bring 
clarity to his statements. This map was identified with his name, date and 
signature (Refer to Exhibit K).

Witness EEE was interviewed by Deputy Jorge Ortiz #[IEEEEE on the night 
of the incident, during a residential canvass for possible witnesses. Deputy Ortiz 
documented his contact with Witnes: (lal a supplemental report (See 
Exhibit B; page 1). The interview was not recorded or transcribed. Below is a 
summary of the supplemental report. 
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Witness B20 while she was walking with her mother, outside near her 
apartment, she saw a male Hispanic throw a handgun on the ground in front of 
her apartment front door, and then run toward the south wall of the apartment 
complex. Witness EEE aid she could identify the male if she saw him 
again. 


When she returned to her apartment, and once inside the apartment, she saw a 
male black, on a bicycle, ride near her front door and kick the handgun toward 
the wall of the apartment. The man then rode off and out of view. 


A short time later, another male Black picked up the gun and wrapped it in a dark 
shirt and placed it under the stairs near her front door. The male then came back 
moments later and took the wrapped gun and walked west out of view. Witness 

then called the Compton Sheriffs Station to report what she saw 
(Refer to Audio of call on CD/DVD #2). 


Witness added that she was with her mother during this time, however 
her mother, could not identify any of the males that handled the 
gun.

Review of Radio Transmissions 


Deputy Aviles broadcasted that he and Deputy, were in pursuit 
of a stolen car. The transmission described the suspect vehicle and 
occupants (2 male occupants), location and direction of travel, speed and 
traffic conditions. Deputy Aviles gave periodic updates with changes in 
direction of travel, traffic conditions, and speed.
